OULD you have your child grow up into 
a fine moral, responsible, perfectly de- 
Then you wil 





veloped man or woman? 
be interested in' a few simple rules for its up- 
bringing, given out by an expert on child culture: 

1. If your child lies, encourage it. Go it 
one better. Tell a bigger one. Tell a per- 
fect whopper of your own. This is a means 
of preventing his breaking the ninth com- 
mandment. 

2. If your child swears, cap his oath with 
as violent an outbreak of profanity as you can 
muster. This to insure against his breaking 
the third commandment. 

8. Teach your child to be fearless. If he is 
timid, you must gradually accustom him to the 
causes of fear. His fear is but a reflection of 
your own hysteria, so never display your bug- 
aboos. If you meet a mouse or a cow or a 
snake in the road, you MUST SMILE. 

4. If your child breaks your. best vase, 
burns your rarest first edition, turns the ink 
over on your favorite Oriental rug, do not 
scold and do not punish him. This is experi- 
mental destructiveness, to be encouraged if 
anything. ’Tis but a phase of his development, 
the process of which should be prolonged as 
long as possible. 

 §. If your child scratches and bites other 

children, pulls the cat’s tail, punches his 
grandmother’s face, don’t assume that he is 
capable of anger. That is ridiculous. Remem- 
ber your child is non-moral. 

6. Don’t punish, don’t scold, don’t spank. 
Above all, don’t spank, but let all your acts 
be curative of your child’s evil tendencies. 

7. Your child is non-moral and should re- 
main non-moral until it arrives at an age of 
discretion. 

8. And the age of discretion 
postponed as long as possible. 
Some of these rules are surprising. Even 

Wednesday Club mothers, before whom they were 
delivered one morning last week, permitted them- 
selves the occasional lift of an eyebrow. If their 
placid highbrows acknowledge there is something 
yet to be learned in the world, just average moth- 
ers can afford a gasp or two. I can hear you 
average mothers murmuring, “Those were not the 
principles my dearest of mothers brought me up 
on. I had my mouth washed out with soapsuds 
for lying and swearing and was taught a whole- 
some fear for a number of things.” 

You average mothers may find your whole no- 
tion of your duty as a parent reversed. But what 
of that? .How many of you have made a scientific 
study of parenthood? 

Was parenthood included in the curriculum of 
-your education? No. Then is it not the most 
natural thing in the world you should have been 
on the wrong track all the time? Experience, 
you argue—well, what good is experience when it 
is an accumulation of wrong practices?

“Would you have little girls sit and piece quilts 
and make samplers, as their grandmothers would 
have had to do?’’ I asked slyly. 

‘Tt ie true,”’ replied the professor, interpreting my 
suggestion, “that old people are younger today than 
they were at the same age in the old days. But 
with the fault of premature development—which 
means arrested development. 
development and overstimulation the child must be 
protected from. Take the extreme instance of the 
street gamin, who is sometimes old and wise at the 
age of 10. Scientists will tell you this precocity gets 
to a certain point of development and never any

“Grandmothers of today need educating,” 
tinued. “They are among the worst spoilers of 
children. But, still, I would not keep children at 
tasks and books and have them writing minute re- 
ports of their progress to their elders such as I 
have read of old-fashioned New England children 
doing. It is a remnant of that original notion of 
education that make your present system all wrong. 
You approach the child from the wrong direction. 
You appeal primarily to its knowledge and intel- 
lect. You give it books overloaded with precept.

spank, and not in accordance with the child’s 
culpability, but to the degree of the parent’s an- 
noyance.” 

“Isn’t spanking rather a harmiess and whole- 
some short cut to reason sometimes?” 

I was prompted to ask this by several remem- 
brances, and one in particular. I remember being 
spanked for pulling up by the roots a plant my 
aunt had been tending carefully, and I remember 
distinctly that I destroyed no more plants in that 
garden. 

“The chief objection to upanking is that it in- 
culcates the fear of bodily hurt. It gives the child 
the wrong impression that bodily pain is the worst 
of evils. I would never spank except in the case 
of very young children and in extreme cases of 
obstinacy. Then I would be inclined to meet ob- 
stinacy with obstinacy. For instance, if a child 
insisted upon not getting up in the morning, I 
should insist upon his staying in bed until he 
saw the reason of getting up. 

“Each punishment should be selected to ald the 
child’s evolution from the habit of gbedience and 
preferences into the habit of self-control and 
choice. If a child insisted upon eating between 
meals I should have him choose between bread 
and butter now and the possibility of cake later 


on.

PRESSING MUNICIPAL NEEDS, _ 
The February Grand Jury presents to the 


criminal division of the Circuit Court a report 
which discusses with understanding and vigor 
some of the most vital of St. Louis’ civic needs. 
The report includes findings on the following 
subjects: 

1. Prevention of further loss of life and prop- 
erty and delay to traffic by compelling railroads 
to place their tracks on a different level from 
streets at all intersections. 

2. Continued lack of efficient and intelligent 
management at the city hospital. 

3. Abuse of the incorporation privilege by “lid 
clubs” which use the social corporate status to 
evade the dramshop laws. 

4. The impractical speed minimum fixed in the 
present automobile ordinance and the need for 
graduated penalties applying to recurrent of- 
fences. 

5. The desirability of compensating the Public 
Administrator by salary instead of fees. 

This Grand Jury returns a true bill against 
the city because of its neglect of grade separa- 
tion. The impression made on the jurymen by 
the frightful five-year record of 100 persons 
killed and 210 seriously injured is conveyed in 
these words:

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TWO-BILLION-DOLLAR ROLL. 
It didn’t mean much to the man getting $1.35 


a day when the discovery of a billion tons of 
iron ore was reported in Pennsylvania the other 
day. Ore of this quality is now bringing $2.85 
a ton_at the lower lake ports. The profit in 
mining Lake Superior iron is seldom less than 
$1 a ton and often more, if it is easy to get at. 

Ore from this new Pennsylvania deposit will 
avoid the long rail and lake haul from the north. 
At the present prices it can be delivered at 
Sparrow Point and the Eastern Pennsylvania 
furnaces and even farther at a profit of $2 a ton. 
This would mean a net profit of two billion of 
dollars for those who found’ the ore and bought 
up the land on which it is located. That sum 
is more than the entire assessed valuation of 
Missouri. It would buy all the securities of the 
Steel Trust and leave a comfortable little half 
billion for spending money. It would provide an 
income of $20,000,000 a year for 100 years. 

With the title to the deposits Fested in the 
public, the benefit would be so widely diffused 
as to give only a small amount to any one per- 
son. It would simply be dissipated in buying 
park areas that might otherwise be lacking, ex- 
tending education to many who might otherwise 
be deprived of it, rescuing from the grip of pre- 
ventable diseases large numbers who might oth- 
erwise perish.

IMPROVED MATRIMONY 

Under original habits in Missouri and Illinois, 
as decided by the tribal customs of the aborig- 
inal Missouris and Illini, a wife had an intrinsic 
value, measured in decorated deerskins, ponies 
and other portable property. In France, still, 
her intrinsic value is measured under these 
aboriginal precedents. The application, however, 
is different. In Missouri and Iilinois the wife's 
father took the portible property, whder s6up- 
posed equities for raising her and giving her up. 
In France, on the other hand, the husband gets 
the “dot,” on the theory that he is relievitig the 
father of great trouble and responsibility, for as- 
suming which he is entitled to compensation tn 
advance. 

When we wish to invest in members of the 
French “noblesse” of such standing as the Cas- 
tellanes these original tribal theories are stil!

THE RELIGIOUS EAR. 

While-the Post-Dispatch has neither the dis- 
position nor the authority to undertake to de- 
cide what is “religious music,” its sympathies 
are with the correspondents who write “Letters 
From the People” in protest when professional 
experts condemn as “ragtime” the _ singable 
church hymns which take immediate hold on the 
popular ear. ' 

Outside of religious questions, over which it 
has no jurisdiction, the Post-Dispatch believes in 
the “popular ear” against the experts whenever 
the popular ear has confirmed its own first 
judgment. Also it is a fact that hymns which 
have been lyrical enough in movement to be 
popular for two generations turn out under all 
approved tests of authority to be such genuine 
lyrics as the “classical standard’ demands. 

It is said by those who study “classical lyrics’’ 
that a hymn must be lyrical or easily “‘singable’”’ 
in order to be a hymn at all, and that unless a 
lyric is singable it is neither classical nor lyrical. 
According to these authorities, such hymns as 
“In the Hour of Trial” and “Dare to Be a Daniel’ 
show that they are classical as soon as they 
prove generally singable. So those who would 
rather sing what is singable than to, listen to 
what is not can proceed religiously._to sing as 
much as they please, without stopping for ir- 
religious indignation when accused of ragtime 
and a taste for the popular. 
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The Philadelphia Registrar of Voters proposes 
to deprive of his right to vote every married man 
who does not live with his wife. Such a regula- 
tion may have some value as a déterrent to wife- 
deserters, but we fear it will havea still stronger 
influence as a preventive of marriage.

ROOSEVELT’S DEFEAT IN 
NEW YORK AND NORTH DAKOTA 








Overwhelming Triumph of Taft in the Empire State Charged by the 
Colonel to Fraud—Result in Indiana Complicated by Rival 
Conventions—The Campaign in Other States as Viewe 
by Editors of Leading Newspapers. : 


ing victory in North Dakota was followed 

by Roosevelt’s complete defeat and Taft's 
overwhelming victory in New York. In Indiana 
Roosevelt and Taft conventions have been held, 
each electing delegates to Chicago. Mr. Roose- 
velt said in his Chicago, speech: 


The election machinery was used (in New York) 
as unscrupulously as in the days of Tweed. 
Names of Roosevelt delegates were left off the 
ballots. Ballots were misprinted, were folded in 
such a way as to feaze voters and in numerous 
instances were not delivered to. polling piaces 
until four or five hours after the polls had opened. 
What ‘was done in New York is substantially 
what was done in Indiana and in Colorado. We 
carried the (Indiana) State convention handsome- 
ly; and then, by fraudulent action, which can 
only be called brutal. in its utter defiance of 
decency, nearly 200 delegates were thrown out. 
The same thing was done in Colorado by the 
Guggenheim-Evans machine. Outside of Denver, 
in spite of every species of attempted trickery 
and foul play, we carried a majority of the dele- 
gates, but we were beaten by the most outrageous 
methods in Denver itself. In Missouri we have 
overwhelmingly carried three districts, and yet 
in each district a bolting convention has been 


organized. | 
T. R’S NEW YORK DEFEAT 


‘New York Globe: There is no doubt that in 
Manhatten and the Bronx, where nearly half the 
énrolled Republicans got their votes recorded in 
the primaries, a very decided leaning to President 
Taft was shown.

What it signifies regarding the great mass 
of the voters here is not clear. Furthermore, 
Republican delegates from New York have not 
often agreed with a majority of delegates from 
the rest of the country when it has come to pick- 
ing the most available among the candidates in 
the field.

ACQUITTAL OF THE TEN 





FTER many years’ pursuit of the Chicago 
A beef packing combination the Government 
was defeated last week by a jury verdict 
acquitting the ten packers tried under the crimi- 
nal clause of the Sherman anti-trust act. The 
verdict was a great surprise to the Government 
and to the public and has excited much comment. 


Chicago Tribune: The Government has shown 
itself free to push to the end the trial of its 
most powerful citizens. The Federal courts have 
demonstrated that they can penetrate the most 
astute legal sophistries and compel the trial of 
criminal suits upon thetr merits. Men of wealth 
have discovered that jufies will try their case 
free from the prejudice and animosity which they 
have hitherto supposed existed. 

Louisville Post: This verdict seems for the 
moment a triumph of this combination. It {8 
another event that will awaken the people to 
the necessity for so perfecting their laws that 
the privileges of the money powers may be with- 
drawn and the influence illegally secured may be 
scattered. 

Detroit Free Press: The verdict reached in 
Chicago confirms the report of Commissioner 
Garfield but gives its findings a standing that 
could not have been conferred by any other means. 
It has always seemed untenable ground that a 
combination must be adjudged inimical to the

Recently these guarantees have attracted a 
good deal of attention in political circles because 
it is not believed any longer that in case of a 
war between Germany and France the inviola- 
bility of Luxemburg territory could be preserved, 

It is even suggested that the 150,000 men 
the British government talked of sending to the 
continent last summer were really intended to 
make sure that Luxemburg should not simply be- 
come the prize of the victors in the European 
war, which was then believed to be inevitable. 
The Luxemburgers themselves are all for a per- 
manent standing army recruited by conscription, 

So it will be seen that the Grand Duchegs’ 
choice of a husband is a very serious proposition. 
Germany would look with jealous eyes on any 
marriage with a British prince, while France 
would take umbrage if a German prince was se- 
lected, as the latter certainly would involve a 
still greater preponderance of German influence 
and in the event of a war would doubtless bring 
German troops into Luxemburg to “protect the 
interests” of the Grand Duchess and her German 
husband. 

One of the French Bourbon Princes has been

The Woman’s Theater, 
it is confidently asserted, will be ready 
te open by Jan. 1, 1913, and its rumored 
No¢eation is between the Longacre dis- 
trict and Fifth avenue. Architects 
have already submitted several sets of 
plans for the new building.

SZECHENYI JEWEL 
THEFT’S SAD SEQUEL 


Chief Detective Loses Rank Be- 
cause Wife Asked Gladys Van- 
derbilt’s Husband for Reward.

BUDAPEST, Hungary, March 30.— 
That costly jewels were recently stol- 
en from the Audrossy street residence 
here of Countess (Gladys Vanderbilt) 
Szechenyi and afterward recovered, 
was cabled to the Post-Dispatch, but 
the facts regarding the reward have 
just leaked out. 

The gems were valued at $50,000. 
Soon after the police were notified of 
the theft the valuables were found 
untouched in a garage, and were re- 
stored by Chief of Detectives Sarkany. 
Count Szechenyi immediately gave 
Sarkany a sum equivalent to $6650, 
telling him to ask Police Chief Boda 
to distribute the money among the 
detectives who had taken part in re- 
covering the treasures. 

Boda deemed the amount too large 
and, fearing that it might demoralize 
the police, he sent the money back to 
the Count with the request that he

Chief Detective Sarkany learned of 
this and naturally told the story to 
his wife. Mrs. Sarkany went to the 
Szechenyli palace and begged Szechen- 
yi to give her $500 privately for her 
husband and send $100 to the detec- 
tives who worked on the case under 
him. 

The Count handed the woman. $509, 
but he forgot to send $100 to the sub- 
ordinate detectives. After a time, 
fearing something was wrong, Police 
Chief Boda inquired what the Count 
thought about his suggestion to give 
the detectives $20 each. 

Sarkany 
has been deprived of his rank and pay 
and will have to begin his career 
again as a common detective.

PARKS HEAD 10 
PROVIDE GROUNDS | 


Commissioner Davis Co-operat- 
ing With Post-Dispatch in Be- 
half of Public School Boys. 


Spring is here and it is high time for 
the boys of the public schools to be 
shaking off their winter lethargy and 
getting in trim for the Public School 
Athletic League's field meets for run- 
ning, jumping and throwing contests. 
A little proper training at this time, 
under the direction of skilled fnstruc- 
tors, will do boys more good than all 
the spring tonics in the world. 

Members of the school patrons’ asso- 
clations could not render a better serv- 
ice to the boys, to the schools and tv 
society than by helping the boys to get 
organized under the Public School Ath- 
letic League plan. The boys are eager 
but inexperienced. They need older 
persons to assist them in getting their 
teams into shape and taking up training 
for the sports and contests which are 
to do much toward the symmetrical 
development of the boys, and that is 
what the members of the patrons’ as- 
sociations are interested in. 

Work Under Physical Instructors. 

Meets will be arranged for the boys 
of the individual schools as quickly as 
the teams are ready. Training can be 
done at the city playgrounds, under the 
direction of the physical instructors at 
the grounds. It is only necessary for 


ithe boys to inform the instructors that 


they are training for the running or 
jumping events and the instructors will 
give them such work as will make them 
winners or at least formidable contend- 
ers for the highest honors of the Pub- 
lic School Athletic League. 
A little help from the patrons at tle 
beginning will do the boys more good 
than anything that could be done later. 
It is suggested that officers and mem- 
bers of the alliances give the boys 
the initial push and help them to get 
their teams organized and started. 
President H. R. Small of the St. Louis 
Amateur Athletic Association yesterday 
tendered to the Public School Athletic 
League the use of the Triple A grounds, 
in Forest Park, for the fleld meets of 
any of the schools that are located in 
that part of the city. The club has re- 
built its clubhouse and refitted it, fol- 
lowing the fire of last December, at a 
cost of $2500, and every facility is pro- 
vided there for such a meet. The club 
is always liberal in tendering the use of 
its grounds and equipment for high 
school tennis tournaments and charity 
athletic meets. It is a democratic or- 
ganization of which anyone can become 
a member by paying nominal dues for 
club expenses. 

Indorseg Public School League. 

President Small cordially indorses the 
Public School Athletic League and the 
meets proposed to be held. 

Park Commissioner Davis has agreed 
to co-operate with the Post-Dispatch 
in the arrangements for the meets by 
providing training grounds for the ama- 
teur athletes, and fields in the parks 
and playgrounds on which the individ- 
ual school meets can be held. 

“A movement to develop. athletics 
among schoolboys,”’ he said, ‘‘deserves 
the approval of all public-spirited citi- 
It not only develops the strength 
and vigor of the participants in the con- 
tests, but arouses enthusiasm and a 
spirit of friendly rivalry between the 
students of the various schools.”’ 

A. E. Kindervater, Supervisor of Phy- 
sical Culture of the Public Schools, has 
voiced his*’approval of the Public School 
Athletic League and expressed his wil- 
lingness tO co-operate in every way 
that he can. Dr. James Stewart, Su- 
perintendent of the Department of Hy- 
giene, has approved the plan and pointed 
out the benefits which the field mets 
will confer On those whe take part in 
them.

MAN WHO DOES 
QGUULT FOR CZAR 


am | Mysticism at Palace Causes Cab- 
men to Sneer—Rasputin Likely 
to Be “‘Removed”’ Secretly.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 30.—Greg- 
ory Rasputin, the Mystic, who has ob- 
tained such a hold over the Czar, dis- 
placing the Monk Theophile as court fa- 
vorite, is again raising such scandal bv 
his riotous life that his name has been 
once more brought up in the Duma. 
Speaker Gutchkoff spared no words of 
condemnation in pointing out the ter- 
rible example this “holy man’”’ is set- 
ting in the city. 

The Czar was so impressed by the 
Speaker’s tirade that he had an hour's 
conference with Gutchkoff. 

Hoped for Dismissal, 
All true friends of the Czar hoped 
that Rasputin would be dismissed, but, 
though agreeing with Gutehkoff when 
he was at the palace, the Czar allowed 
the mystic to persuade him that the 
charges were all false. 
Popular indignation has been aroused 
to such an extent that even cab drivers 
when passing the Imperial Palace turn 
to their passengers and make deroga- 
tory remarks about the mystic even- 
ings in which the Czar and Czarina in- 
dulge presided over by Rasputin. Lights 
burn all over the palace until the small 
hours of the morning since Rasputin 
came into favor, whereas early hours 
were the rule in former days. 
Many serious-minded men think the 
empire is being imperiled by’ the weak- 
ness of the Czar for this man, and it 
is more than likely that Rasputin may 
be secretly removed if he holds sway 
much longer. 

Has a Strange Power. 
There is no doubt that Rasputin, 
though a man of low birth and meager 
education, has strange power Over per- 
sons, and although he has been in the 
‘Russian capital but little more than a 
year, he is sought by many of the no- 
bility, particularly women, and can do 
what he likes with his imperial master. 
He is 4 years old and by no means 
of prepossessing appearance. 


NAPOLEON IS TWITTED 
BY MORGANATIC WIFE 


Countess de Beauclerc Sarcastic 
When Daughter Is Born to 


Clementine. 


BRUSSELS, March 30.— While 
Prince Victor Napoleon was in the 
depths of disappointment over the 
arrival of a daughter March 20, in- 
stead of the longed-for son to be his 
successor as either Pretender or ac- 
tual Emperor of France, Countess de 
Bauclere, the morganatic wife he 
discarded after 11 years to wed 
Princess Clementine of Belgium, 
sent him a message of mock congrat- 
ulation, signed by herself and her 
two sons,” 

As a consequence of the birth in 
Brussels of a daughter, Prince Vic- 
tor becomes a free citizen of this 
capital, having lived here more than 
five years before the birth of his 
child. And now he cannot be ex- 
pelled from the city, as has been 
threatened if Bonapartist plots are 
batched in his residence.

Princess 
Clementine has spent money like 
water in France with this object, 
paying the press and subsidizing all 
classes.

DEATHS IN WEEK 


25 Cases of Pneumonia Termi- 
nate Fatally—-2 Suicides, 2 


Homicides. 


Two hundred and forty-two births 
and 226 deaths were recorded in 
St. Louis ,last week. The previous 
week registered 262 births and 214 
deaths. 

Pneumonia was responsible for 25 
deaths, as against 35 the week be- 
fore. Tuberculosis caused 23 deaths 
and cancer was given as the cause 
of 17. The preceding week 24 deaths 
were attributed to tuberculosis, and 
12 to cancer. 

Dyphtheria again took the lead in 

the number of deaths from children’s 
ailments, three being attributed to 
that disease. Whooping cough and 
scarlatina each caused two, one death 
was caused by croup. 
There were elght accidental deaths. 
Two committed suicide, one death 
followed a surgical operation, and 
there were two homicides.

Louis Amfa- 
teur Athletic Association (Triple A) 
be ousted from Forest Park depends 
to a large extent on whether,Comp- 
troller Taussig will recommend the 
appropriation of $15,000 from city 
funds in the annual budget for the 
establishment of free golf links and 
public athletic. grounds in the park. 

Park Commisstoner Davis has re- 
quested the Comptroller to appro- 
priate $15,000 for constructing the 
solf links and amusement grounds. 
and has asked that'a comparatively 
small ameunt be set aside annually 
for their maintainance, 

If this appropriation is made Davis 
will begin immediately to lay out the 
grounds and links. The plans and 
specifications have been prepared. 
Comptroller Taussig has signified his 
willingness to appropriate the funds 
if the money is available from the 
current revenue. 

The Triple A club has been allowed 
to use Forest Park free of cost for 
about 15 years, acting under a per- 
mit given by a former administra: 
tion. Mayor Kreismann told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday that the 
elub retains its grounds by sufferance 
only, and the permit can be revoked 
at any time. 


Clab Has 750 Members, 

Park Commissioner Davis has al- 

lowed the elub to retain -its quarters 
because in his opinion it furnishes 
equipment for athletic sports at nom- 
inal eost. It has about 750 members. 
He said that the club was the near- 
est approach to a public club of any 
of the other athletic societies and 
ras furnished accomodations along 
athletic lines to the public to a large 
extent. 
“If an appropriation is ‘made from 
the city funds to build public golf 
links and athletic grounds in Forest 
‘ark the reason for allowing the 
club to remain in the park will have 
vanished,” Davis said. “It will then 
be proper for the Municipal Assembly 
to oust the club if it is desired.” 


It was suggested yesterday by mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates that if 
the Triple A Club would offer to donate 
to the city a small amount to be ex- 
pended in the construction of public 
golf links and athletic grounds in the 
park, it might be agreeable to allow 
it to retain its present quarters another 
year free of rent. No forecast of the 
action of the members would be made 
in case the club refused to make the 
concession suggested. 

Davis said that if the Triple A its oust- 
ed from the park, its elubhouse and 
improvements will revert to the city. 
They would then be thrown open for 
the free use of the public under city 
supervision, he said. The free rental 
the club has enjoyed many years is am- 
ple consideration for its expenditures, 
in, the opinion of Davis.

Administrator Troll figured in a way 
which attracted public attention to his 
office. In one conspicuous case he filed 
as administrator before the undertaker 
had completed his duties. He defended 
hig action by saying that if he did not 


: : actin Waste, someone else might get the 


privilege 6f administering an estate. 
The law, he said, compelled him to be a 
“fodtracer”’ in order to make the office 
profitable. 

Eatimated Heveuue at $5000. 

When questioned by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter as to the receipts of the office 
Troll said he had not had time to keep 
an accurate account of the fees paid 
him. He estimated his annual revenue, 
after paying office expenses, at $4500 to 
$6000, and said he would be well pleased 
if the office paid him as much as $7000 
a year. 

The Post-Dispatch soon afterward em- 
ployed the accountants to investigate 
the Probate Court records, and they 
tabulated a record of the more than 1300 
estates he had handled in his six and a 
half years in office. 

They found that Troll had received, 
up to that time, $94,273.89 from estates 
handled by him, and that other estates 
then tn his hands would net him, on the 
h-per-cent fee basis, $40,823.10 more, 
making a total! of $135,098, or nearly $21,- 
000 a year. The combined salaries of 
the Governor of Missouri, the Mayor of 
St. Louie and two Circuit Court Judges 
equal $21,000 a year. 

Besides the fees, the accountants’ re- 
port showed, legal fees amounting to 
$99,803.71 had been paid, of which $65,- 
339.05 went to Troll's lawyers, Hender- 
son & Bécker, and $24,499 was due to 
Henderson. & Becker on other estates 
in Troll’s hands. The total of fees for 
the six and one-half years thus reached 
$124,296.67, or an average of $19,138 a year, 
in addition "to the fees received by 
- Troll. 

When the figures were laid before 
Troll, he expressed surprise at what 
he termed the smallness of his own 
fees, amd the largeness of the attor- 
neys’ fees. He pointed out that he 
had to pay from his income, office 
rent and assistants’ salaries. He 
also said that while he did not ques- 
tion the correctness of the figures 
on Sums he had received, the sums 
due him on estates then in his hands 
might be reduced by shrinkage in 
value of some of the assets. 

Getz Sums Aside From Fees. 

Inquiry showed that while the 
Public Administrator has to pay of- 
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fice expenses from his fees, he re- 
ceives large sums aside from his 
fees. One special commission, re- 
ceived in return for yielding securi- 
ties worth $500,000 to the heirs of an 
lowa man who died in St. Louis, was 
said to be $25,000. The lawyer who 
“tipped” Troll on this estate is said 
to have received $5000 compensation 
for the timely service. 

Troll said that, while intrusting 
most of his office business to Hen- 
derson & Becker, whose offices ad- 
join his own, he was accustomed to 
reward other lawyers for “tipping” 
him on estates by permitting them 
to act for him in such cases. 

Although the record indicated no 
especial litigation in most of the 
cases, a charge for attorney’s fee was 
made in nearly every instance. In 
estates which are not contested, the 
only court work, it was found, con- 
sists of the clerical work of filing 
inventories and settlements, but this 
is generally charged for as legal ser- 
vice. 

As the office of Public AdminI]stra- 
tor comes under the head of State of- 
fices, a change in the method of compen- 
sation would require an enactment of 
the Legislature. A bill to place these 
offices on a salary basis throughout the 
State failed in the last Legislature. Troll 
says the Constitution guarantees to all 
administrations, public or private, ihe 
same percentage of compensation, and 
that this would, in the opinion of some 
lawyers, make such a statute unconsti- 
tutional. 

The grand jury’s recommendations as 
to amendment of the automobile laws 
were made in connection with two in- 
dictments which it returned in cases of 
automobile killings. One was against 
Erwin C. Lieber, who ran down, and 
killed W. Chester Hughes, 17 years old, 
of 3871 Botanical avenue, at Magnolia 
and Grand avenues, March 21.

Physicians Defend Conditions 
Found in the City Hospital 


The Grand Jury’s severe criticism of 

the management of the new city hospi- 
tal was in striking contrast with a re- 
port on the other city insttutions, the 
managements of which were highly com- 
mended for the conscientious and effec- 
tive way they had discharged public ob- 
~~ ligations. 
The jurors declared they were aston- 
ished that the city hospital, completed 
and in active use but a few months, 
should display evidences of such little 
care in the matter of its general ap- 
pearance and cleanliness. 

The following matters of censure were 
contained in the report: 

The hospital buildings were found ina 
dirty and disorderly condition. 

Medical instruments and utensils thick 
with dust. 

Unswept floors and general disregard 
to sanitation. 

Bad management in kitchen, where 
floor was covered with unclean matter. 

Cooked food cooling in open windows, 
_ food yet uncooked exposed to dust and 

«dirt, 

: Negroes and whites in same wards. 

That there is reason to believe that 
the instrusion of politics is hampering 
the general efficiency of the institution. 

Dr. Wayne Smith, superintendent 
of the City Hospital, was disheart- 
ened over the report, but declared to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he did 
not consider the jury’s assertions a 
fair criticism of conditions as they 
exist. 

“The statement that this hospital 
“The 
hospital is in a state of transition. 
Patients have been shifted from the 
old to the new buildings in the mak- 
ing of improvements. Repairs are 





even going on in parts of the new 
buildings. 

“There is a decided lack of help 
and so I told the jury. I explainea 
to them that this matter would be 
taken care of in the next appropria- 
tion bill.» I am at a loss to know 
how this matter was misconstrued.’ 

Dr. Shutt, the hospital commission- 
er, likewise thought the report un- 
fair and declared the jury did not 
give Dr. Smith a Square deal. To 
a Post-Dispatch reporter he said: 

“Before we took public office last 
fall, the hospital was under a man- 
agement that had contracted for $35,- 
000 of improvements. Appropriations 
had been made for changes in the 
old buildings on the north side, Many 
patients came in during the winter 
and we were forced to take care of 
them in the new buildings with old 
equipment. 

“The report speaks of the kitchen. 
The hospital had an excellent kitch- 
en, but it was decided to put it in 
the basement and alterations are in 
progress toward that end. You can’t 
expect to compare a kitchen under 
course of reconstruction to one in a 
hotel. I hardly think there is much 
incentive to do good work when a 
body of men take advantage of such 
an oportunity to criticise. 

“We hope to increase the help by 
756 this year. This information was 
given a grand juror in black and 
white when he asked about it. We 
operated on $177,000 last year and 
have asked for approximately $300,- 
000 this year, an amount we feel, is 
necessary to properly operate the 
institution. Comptroller Taussig has 
assured us he will use every effort 
to give us every cent possible.

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that they are breeders of immorality. 

It is recommended that the succeed- 
ing grand jury make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the abuse,-such as the re- 
tiring jury had no opportunity to un- 
dertake, and that legislation be enact- 
ed placing all such places under the 
jurisdiction of the Excise Commissioner. 

That portion of the report bearing 
upon this subject is as follows: 

“We desire to call the attention of 
your Honorable Court and the Bench 
of this city to a growing abuse of 
the incorporating power — namely, 
the incorporation of clubs termed by 
the police and press, lid clubs. In 
many cases viciously inclined per- 
sons have been granted by the courts 
and the State officials incorporation 
papers for clubs. We learn that a 
large majority of these so-called s0- 
cial clubs are simply being used to 
evade the dramshop and excige li- 
cense laws; they are also the means 
of constantly violating our Sunday 
laws; they are also the breeders of 
gross immorality in our community 
and we learn that at a number of 
them intoxicating liquors have been 
sold to minors and the mingling of 
both sexes behind guarded doors oc- 
cur. 

“Testimony given before us showed 
that youths, under age, were fur- 
nished liquor who paid no dues or 
could even be classed as members of 
the club. 

“The lateness that this matter was 
brought before us, and the consid- 
eration of other duties which limit- 
ed our time, prevented us from bring- 
ing this matter to a point where we 
could prosecute offending clubs and 
officials, and we respectfully suggest 
that the succeeding Grand Jury have 
their attention called to this grave 
menace to our youth and city. It 
would seem that if these clubs were 
placed under supervision, similar to 
that exercised by the Excise Commis- 
sioner, these evils could possibly be 
materially abated.

Indictments’ Charge. 

The indictments, found in July, 1909, 
allege violation of the criminal clause 
of the anti-trust law in an alleged con- 
spiracy to close the newly built plant 
of the Pennsylvania Sugar Refining Co. 
at Philadelphia in 1903. This was done, 
the Government charged, by obtaining 
control of the majority stock of the 
Fennsylvania company, @ probable com- 
petitor of the American concern, through 
a loan of $1,250,000 made to Adolph Se- 
gal, promoter of the Pennsylvania com- 
pany.

Thirty Horses Marooned Are 
Taken Away in Barges—Pro- 
tecting Terminal Tracks. 





Twenty families were driven from 
their homes in Alton by the rise of the 
Mississippi River, which flooded the 
floors of the houses. In East End place 
only two cottages were left habitable. 

This section is in the eastern part of 
Alton and is the only part which a 
flood can damage, because the rest of 
the city is upon the bluffs. The evicted 
families found refuge with neighbors. 

The authorities are preparing to raise 
a relief fund if the flood conditions con- 
tinue and to provide temporary quar- 
ters for the homeless. The river rose 18 
inches at Alton yesterday and reached 
almost to the Bluff Line tracks. 

Horses; Were Marooned. 

Thirty horses marooned on an island 
opposite Wood River were taken to 
Wood River on barges yesterday. 

The St. Louis Weather Bureau is- 
Sued a prediction yesterday that the 
Stage of the river here would reach 
31 feet by tomorrow, but that the 
maximum height of the present rise 
would be 31.5 feet, unless the rains 
scheduled for today and tomorrow 
proved heavier than was expected. 

To protect the Terminal tracks, 
men were put to work yesterday re- 
inforcing the levee north of Eads 
bridge. The water touched the tracks 
at the foot of Carr street, and was 
within 10 feet of them on the Illinois 


side opposite Carr street. 
Tracks Not in Danger. 


An official of the Terminal Asso- 
ciation said that the tracks would 
not be in danger on either side of the 
river unless the flood reached 32 feet. 

The sloughs about the Tri-Cities 
are full of water, but it has not yet 
invaded Venice or Madison. Improve- 
ments in East St. Louis have raised 
the danger mark from 30 to 32 feet. 


Lives Endangered, 
by Flood. 
WASHINGTON, March 30.—Rapidly 
melting snow is making a torrent of 
every river and stream in the upper 
half of the Mississippi Valley, wreck- 
ing houses, inundating lands and en- 

dangering lives. 

No relief is in sight. The weather 
gradually is growing warmer, which will 
result in further melting. All the larger 
rivers are at flood tide or within a few 
inches of it. 

Ice floes constantly threaten dams and 
bridges. In many places dynamite is 
being used, but the swiftly moving cur- 
rents, it is feared, will carry away the 
huge gorges before they can be broken 
up into pieces small enough to make 
them harmless. 

Mississippi River cities are said to 
be in the gravest danger. Great fear is 
held for residents near the conjunction 
of the Ohio and Mississippi rivers. 
Gangs of men are working night and 
day repairing the damaged levees. 

In the north the Platte and the Des 
Moines Rivers are causing much dam- 
age. The Platte is filled with ice gorges 
which have ripped away several bridges. 

High water drove families from their 
homes in Rock Island, Ill., Waterloo, 
Neb., and Waterloo, Io., Yanktown, 8S. 
D., Norfolk, Neb., and Schneider, Ind., 
yesterday. Near Schneider, a dike in 
the Kankakee River broke, releasing 15 
feet of water. Boats are being usd in 
the principal streets of Norfolk, Neb. 

Warnings have been issued to all resi- 
dents of lowlands to prepare to move.

Roosevelt said that the railroad 
as submitted to Congress by 
was “a thoroughly 
mischievous and improper measure.’’ 
The Progressive Senators, he said, re- 
constructed the bill ‘‘against the violent 
opposition of the reactionaries who sup- 
ported the administration,’’ retaining as 
the one essential feature of the orig- 
inal bill the provision for a commerce 
court. This court, he said, has worked 
badly. 
Discusses Lorimer Case. 

Passing to the Lorimer case, Col. 
Roosevelt declared that the vote of the 
Senate committee this week recommend- 
ing that the Illinois Senator be allowed 
to retain his seat illustrated the work- 
ing ‘“‘in actual practice of the Presi- 
dent’s theory of government of the 
people by what he calls ‘a representa- 
tive part’ of the people.” 

“Remember that Abraham Lincoln's 
statement was that we needed a ‘gov- 
ernment of the people, for the people, 
by the people,’’’ he continued, ‘and 
that the proposed improvement is to 
have it a government by a ‘representa- 
‘tive part’ of the people. In practice, as 
I have already said, this has always 
meant government by a thoroughly un- 
representative part of the people 
against the interest of the whole peo- 
ple; it means, and can only mean, gov- 
ernment of the people for the special 
interest, by. the bosses. 

“The immediate illustration of this 
fact is afforded by what the Senate 
committee has done in the Lorimer 
case. The reactionary members of both 
parties, or the committee, have stood by 
Mr. Lorimer and against the protest 
of the minority have recommended that 
he be allowed to continue in his place. 

“Do you think that the representa- 
tives who have acted in this way 
really represent the people? I don't. 
Do you think that this specimen of 
government of the people by a rep- 
resentative part of the people, so- 
called—-that is, really by a misrep- 
resentative part of the people—repre- 
sents an improvement of government 
by the people?

AGAINST ADOPTING FADS 


Says Methods Taking More of 
People’s Time.to Run Nation 
Won’t Help Conditions. 
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By Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 30.—Presi- 


dent Taft was in an optimistic frame of 
mind tonight when he faced several 
hundred members of the Philadelphia 
Chamber of Commerce in the bourse 
here. 

He told them ‘he believed the peop'e 
were on the eve of better times, that 
things were growing better, and that he 
believed there would be no coal strike. 
He said he had no jurisdiction in set- 
tling ‘strikes, and that he knew enough 
to wait to see if he were welcome be- 
fore “butting in’ a matter between par- 
ties who knew their rights. The Presi- 
dent said he was not a reactionary, but 
@ progressive; that he was not a pes- 
simist, but an optimist. 

The President’s speech at the bourse 
was the first of several he delivered 
here tonight. He arrived at 6 p. m. and 
was driven to the bourse. There was a 
large number of persons on Market 
street, but no especial enthusiasm was 
shown. 

Addresses Ohio Society. 

From the bourse he was driven to the 
Bellevue-Stratford Hotel, where he ad- 
dressed the Ohio Society of Philadel- 
phia. Later in the evening the Presi- 
dent went to Horticultural Hall. At 
the bourse, after touching on the pro- 
posed National Chamber of Commerce, 
he said in part: 

“There is no office that the Gov- 
ernment performs more important 
for the individual in the community 
than the aiding of business prosper- 
ity and the removal from business 
progress of the obstacles that inter- 
fere with prosperity. It is when 
when there is lots of business doing, 
when everybody has a job, when the 
wheels of industry are humming so 
loudly that you cannot hear anything 
else, that the poor and the wage- 
earner are the happiest. It is when 
he is making good wages and con- 
stant wages that everybody in the 
community is more nearly happy 
than at any other time. 

Duty of Government. 

“While I do not deprecate in any 
way the movement for real reform 
and progress, provided it is sane 
and is not affected with fads and a 
disposition to disturb those things 
that have been useful for 100 years, 
I am, Nevertheless, concious that 
there is no duty sv heavy on the 
Government at Washington as that 
of seeing that it interferes as little 
as possible with the business of the 
ceuntry and the progress cof the en- 
terprises of the country, and assists 
the inspiration of confidence in those 
whose confidences is necessary to 
make business go and to bring about 
prosperity. 

“T am in favor of the enforcement 
of the law, but I believe that the law 
and business can be squared in such 
a way that those who violate the 
law may be prosecuted and there 
may be an absence of persecution. and 
no disposition to run amuck just for 
the purpose of showing that the Gov- 
ernment at Washington realizes that 
it has a job and is trying to make 
people think it has. 

Americans Conservative. 

“The American people are the most 
conservative people in the world, 
There are no people that recognize a 
good thing with the certainty that 
they do, and are bound to adhere to 
that good thing as long as it serves 
them well They can talk abou: 
present government. and its defects. 
We know the defects better’ than 
anybody, and we are willing to point 
them out, and also know that for 
125 years we have had the best goy- 
ernment ever created, That is not 
going to make us reactionary and 
sit back with a.smug satisfaction 
that shall reject any movement for 
reform or any movement toward 
progress. It does keep us sane, and it 
does keep us in a condition of mina 
where we know that there is no 
royal road to improvement. I don't 
mean to say that there may not he 
some machinery that is better adapt- 
ed for the purpose than that we have, 
but it does not help matters to trans- 
fer from one machinery to another 
when the same defects are going t» 
interfere with the second machinery 
that now appears in the first, and vou 
are not going to improve your com- 
munity by assuming with respect to 
the new method that ft is going to

He forced himself to smile as he said 
he would plead guilty and accept with- 
out a murmur whatever sentence the 
court imposes. 

Humiliated by His Crime. 

“IT must confess I violated the con- 
fidence of the Yeckels;” he said, “and 
I am humiliated to think I abused 
it. They trusted. me around their 
place. I didn’t want to let that 
lawyer represent that Mrs. Yeckel 
had quietly given me the articles, 
but he persuaded me that was the 
best way to resist extradition.” 

Scholtisseck had been employed a 

year in the Yeckel home when he 
disappeared and. the money and 
jewels were missed. The man says 
he went to Granite City on an elec- 
tric car, boarded a train there for 
Chicago and New York, sailed for 
Antwerp and went to Epinal. 
In Antwerp, he says, he gave a 
girl a diamond brooch. In Epinal he 
sold a gold ring and a bracelet for 
enough to set him up in a small 
wine shop. After he was arrested he 
sold the shop and the money he got 
from the sale as well as $40 he al- 
ready had went to the lawyer who 
defended him. About half of -the 
jewelry was recovered, but none of 
the money was found. 


SUPREME COURT GETS

Government’s Bill of Exceptions 
Allowed as More Demur- 


rers Are Filed. 


BOSTON, March 30.—A bill of ex- 
ceptions asked by the Federal Goy- 
ernment in the proceedings against 
the five officials of the United Shoe 
Machinery Co. has been allowed by 
Judge Putnam of the United States 
District Court, 

The writ of error, on which the 
case proceeds to the United States 
Supreme Court, was obtained today, 
There are 10 assignments of error. 

Arguments before ‘the\ high court 
may take place before the summer 
vacation. The defendants are Sidney 
W. Winslow, E. P. Hurd, E. P» Howe, 
George W. Brown and William Bar- 
bour, It is the desire of the Govern- 
ment to have restored the counts to 
which demurrers were sustained by 
Judge Putnam, It is charged in these 
counts that the defendants entered 
into a conspiracy of combination and 
restraint of trade in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 

Nine of the defendant corporations 
named in the Government's suit for 
the dissolution of the company filed 
demurrers today. They deny an un- 
lawful combination is maintained 
through their business relations with 
the United Shoe Machinery Co.

LONDON, March 30.—In the Oxford- 


Cambridge varsity race today both 
boats were swamped, and, although 
Oxford finished the course after disem- 
barking once to tip the water out of 
their shell, the umpire declared it ‘“‘no 
race,”’ 

Almost from the commencement inci- 
dents unparalleled in the 69 years of 
varsity racing began to occur. The 
crowds lining the banks along the first 
part of the course witnessed the strang- 
est of these, both boats being water- 
logged before Hammersmith Bridge was 
reached. 

At the end of the first mile Cambridge 
had advanced so slowly, owing to rough wa- 
ter and an exposed course, that the steam- 
ers which were following the boats were 
obliged to slow down. Then the crew pulled 
toward the bank, but their sinking craft 
was now 80 water-logged that they ap- 
peared to be rowing walst deep in water. 
The boat finally foundered and six of the 
crew were obliged to swim for their lives. 

The @xcitement of the crowds on both 
banks was Intense. A great roar of cheer- 
ing arose as soon as it was seen that the 
crew was able to make their way ashore. 
The onlookers dragged them out utterly ex- 
hausted. 

Meanwhile Oxford had disappeared in the 
distance, unaware of their rival’s fate, but 
which they were soon to share. Opposite 
Chiswick, Eyot. the coxswain, steered the 
boat through waves overlapping the craft's 
frail gunwales to the shore, where the crew 
disembarked to tip water out, with the by- 
standers’ aid. Then, after three and a half 
minutes’ delay, they proceeded.

Let's Have a Commission. 

As Walter Kelly in the Cleveland 
Leader says: ‘‘There is not the slight- 
est use in having rules to govern boxing, 
and there is no good to come of having 
these rules revised if these rowdy scrap- 
pers such as Killon and Klaus proved 
themselves to be, are going to be per- 
mitted to make rules of their own. If 
that referee had the right idea of his 
business he would have enforced the 
rules, come what might.” 

A Boxing Commission, such as they 
have in New York, is needed in all 
states where boxing is permitted, with 
referees and boxers held strictly to ac- 
count for what goes on in the ring, 
and then such exhibitions as that given 
by Klaus and Dillon will not be per- 
mitted.

AT RIGHLANDS 


Open Air Event in Fail Made 
Possible by Entire Remodeling 
of Big Amusement Park on 
the Hill. 








For the first time in the history of a 
summer garden the big one in St. 
Louls—Forest Park Highlands—is to be 
remodeled especially to fit an automo- 
mile show. Last October’s show at the 
Highlands was the most. successful 
ever held in this city, but there were 
some objections to the layout of the 
buildings on the grounds. 

An agreement has been reached be- 
tween the Automobile Manufacturers 
and Dealers’ Association and Col. Tony 
Stuever of Forest Park Highlands to 
practically remodel the grounds to fit 
the automobile display. A _ contract 
was signed Saturday by the Forest 
Park Highlands Co. and President Tate 
and Secretary Lee, for the Automobile 
Association, by which $15,000 is to be 
spent to remodel the Highlands. The 
contract was for three years, which 
means an autoombile show in the open 
air for three years. 

Plans for the reconstruction were 
drawn by Architect J. L. Wees, and 
work began Saturday morning on the 
improvements. <A long pavilion from 
the front of the grounds to the rear, 6 
feet wide, on top of which a roof gar- 
den, will be built. The inside height 
of this will be 18 feet, and it will be 
studded with electric lights and side 
curtains will make it impervious to 
weather. A flooring for the theater is 
also to be built, making it available for 
automobile purposes, and a magnificent 
new dance hall will make an ideal place 
for accessory exhibits. 

These improvements began Saturday 
and will be completed in time for the 
opening of Forest Park Highlands early 
in May. They will be of such a nature 
that the automobile show management 
will have no improvements to make for 
the show except interior decorations. 
Plans are now under way to make these 
decorations the most striking that have 
ever been seen at any autohobile show 
ever held in this country. 

The Automobile Manufacturers and 
Dealers’ Association has in its mem- 
bership 69 manufacturers and dealers of 
St. Louis and a number of accessory 
houses, and it is believed that the num- 
ber of cars exhibited at the show this 
fall will be greater than was ever seen 
at one of the national shows. The 
show, as heretofore, will be open to 
all dealers in St. Louls, whether mem- 
bers of the association or not. 

The annual election for officers of the 
Automobile Manufacturers and Dealers’ 
Association will be held at the Wash- 
ington Hotel, Tuesday night, April 9, 
at which officers for the ensuing year 
will be elected. The list of regular 
nominees has already been sent to the 
membership, and Frank R. Tate, who 
has been president for one year, again 
heads the ticket. The excellent work 
of the Board of Directors during the 
past year and their record in paying 
back a rebate of 75 per cent to mem- 
bers has made the association stronger 
than it has ever been before. The meet- 
ing at the Washington Hotel is to be 
followed by a buffet luncheon.

CONVICT LABORERS 


Contractors Contend Missouri 
Cannot Abrogate Contract 
for 1700 Men.

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 30.—A suit 
to enjoin the Missouri Penitentiary 
Warden from taking from contractors 
any convicts hired to them until their 
contracts with the State expires was 
filed in Circuit Court tonight by Wil- 
liam C. Irwin of Jefferson City, repre- 
senting the prison contractors. 

Under a law enacted by the Forty- 
sixth General Assembly, providing for 
gradual abolition of the contract sys- 
tem of convict labor, the State must 
take into its employ, April 1, 300 convicts. 
The Board of Prison Inspectors issued 
an order to Warden Henry Andrae to 
take these from the 1700 under con- 
tract. 

It is contended the State cannot ab- 
rogate a contract and that the entire 
1700 men are under lease to contractors 
until February, 1914. 

Judge Williams issued a temporary 
restraining order returnable at the July 
term of the Circuit Court. 

On Gov. Hadley’s suggestion, the Cole 
County Court will make a requisition 
Monday for 50 convicts to work on 
county roads.

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MERCHANTS 
PROTEST AGAINS| 
INCREASE IN TAX 


They Declare the Washington 
Avenue Retail District Is 
Overburdened. 


REALTY MEN SPOKESMEN 


Property Owners Among the 
Twenty Who Appear Before 
Board of Equalization.

That property values in the new 
retail district on Washington avenue 
have not grown to the extent that 
Broadway was depreciated by the 
removal of retail stores was the 
statement made yesterday to the 
Board of Equalization by 20 Wash- 
ington avenue merchants and prop- 
erty owners in protest against the 
increased values on which they are 
assessed by Assessor Brinkop. Wil- 
liam A. Giraldin, John H. Farish and 
F. G. Zeibig, real estate agents, were 
spokesmen for the delegation. Among 
those who entered protests were Sig- 
mund Baer of the Grand-Leader and 
Moses Shoenberg of the Famous. 

That rental values or alleged sales vf 
property at high prices do not estab- 
lish the real value of property, was set 
forth by the real estate spokesman. 
The merchants told the board that in 
most cases the leases made by the mer- 
chants contained a provision that the 
merchant shall pay the taxes on the 
property. In that manner the increase 
in taxes falls on the merchants and not 
on the property owners, according to the 
business men, 


Burden on Merchants, 





The protest was against an increase 
in the taxes on property on Washington 


avenue between Broadway and Tenth 
street. Since a retail district has been 
more strongly established in this vi- 
cinity in recent years, the taxable value 
has been increased, according to the 
Assessor's records. In 1910 the tax was 
increased almost 100 per cent. Last 
year the taxes were raised approximatse- 
ly 35 per cent. The assessment for 1912 
shows another increase of about 2 per 
cent. 

Giraldin told the board that the in- 
creased taxes places an additional bur- 
den on the merchants. He said that tha 
values on Washington avenue have not 
increased to any great extent. 

Sales Often Mere Trades. 


“Some apparent trades have been made 
in that vicinity that might indicate that 
the values have rapidly increased,’’ he 
said. “‘Many of the quoted sales are not 
bona fide sales in dollars and cents. 
They are trades in which other property 
is taken, and show improper values. 

“Some good leases have been made, but 
the merchants are required to pay the 
taxes and they have to bear the burden 
in addition to high rentals. The taxes 
should not be increased this year, but 
the business men should be given a 
breathing spell.’’ 

“The taxes on Broadway should go 
back to where they were three years 
ago,” Farish stated. “The removal 
of stores from Broadway has not in- 
creased the Washington avenue dis- 
trict values as much as it has de- 
preciated Broadway. 

“I do not believe there is a piece 
of property on Washington avenue 
between Broadway and Tenth street 
that is paying 5 per cent on the in- 
vestment based on the assessed val- 
ues,” 

Cites Case of Olive Street. 

Farish cited Olive street as a 
thoroughfare where prices went too 
high because the values were boosted 
by a fancy lease here and there. He 
said that where the prices get $80 
high that the owner cannot get his 
rentals the values must come down, 
He declared he hoped Washington 
avenue would not reach this stage, 

Moses Shoenberg said that the taxes 
of the Famous property have jumped 
from $6000 in 1910 to $8500 in 1912. He 
said that the increase must be borne 
by the merchants who have leased the 
property, and is too radical. 





Sigmund Baer told the committee that

tically destroyed tramp tonnage... The 
Government seews a series of injunc- 
tions forbidding any of the ships of the 
defendants entering or clearing New 
York or any other American port as 
long as the alleged violations of law 
continue,

Hundreds of Dwellings Planned 
for West Walnut Manor—New 
Creve Coeur Line Sites. 





Realty sales have already opened with 
a flourish in Maryland Terrace, Vinita 
Park, the Christian Brothers’ tract and 
in North University City.

A hospital bill providing for the 
reorganization of the present sys- 
tem and increasing salaries $220,000 
a year was submitted to the Munic- 
ipal Assembly. It was approved by 
Dr. Morfit and the Hospital Board. 
A personal wrangle between Mayor 
Kreismann and the Hospital Commis- 
sioner caused the members of the 
Assembly to line up as factions, pro- 
Kreismann and pro-Morfit. 

Comptroller Taussig came to the 
Mayor's rescue by stating that there 
were not sufficient funds in the City 
Treasury to pay the increased sal- 
Auditor Hodges 
insisted that almost $1,000,000 should 
be available for use. 

The result of the controversy was 
that Dr. Morfit was discharged by 
the Hospital Board at the instance 
of Mayor Kreismann, and the hos- 
pital bill was killed in the Assembly. 

The Hospital Board then was told 
by members of the Assembly that if 
bills were introduced separately for 
the various departments and institu- 
tions they ‘would probably be passed. 
Severol such bills have since been 
submitted, but all of the important 
ones were promptly killed. Four 
minor bills relating to the employ- 
ment of nurses and dietitians were 
passed but have not relieved the con- 
ditions to any extent. Delegate Hall 
then introduced a bill providing for 
the increase in salaries of minor em- 
ployes amounting to $60,000 a vear. 
The bill has been declared imprac- 
ticai by the Hespital Board. 


REGULATION OF DANCE HALLS: 
Three bills have been introduced 
this session providing for the regu- 
lation and inspection of places of 
public ainusement. One was a Dill 
to regulate dance halls. Another 
provided for the licensing of dance 
halls. The other provided for ex- 
tending the powers of the Public 
Recreation Commission to allow it 
to regulate public amusements. 

The two bills first named were 
killed in the Assembly. The other 
was so amended that it was wurth- 
less for the purpose for which it 
was intended. It was then killed. 

The Public Recreation Commission 
bill was introduced at the instance of 
Several women’s) organizations. A 
public hearing on the bill in the 
House of Delegates was attended by 
more than 100 women who urged its 
passage. Following the hearing the 
committee amended the bill by elimi- 
nating the moving picture shows 
from the provisions of the bill, and 
declared that all inspectors should be 
legal voters. This clause made new 
jobs’ for male constituents of the 
delegates, but did away with women 
inspectors desired by women’s so- 
cleties.

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New Invention From Germany Brings Back to Life Persons Pro- 
nounced Dead by Physicians — Useful in Cases of Suspended 
Respiration From. Asphyxiation, Drowning, Morphine Poisoning 
and Electric Shock—Has Restored Many Subjects in Chicago

available in emergencies 
to the people of St. 
Louis. The first pulmo- 
ter has just been 


P. F. Willis, who has a 
factory at 2024 Eu- 
genia street, near Un- 
ion Station. 

“The life-restoring machine is available for free 
use, at any time, day or night. It is kept in the 
factory, but the secretary of the Railroad Y. M. 
C. A., at Twentieth and Eugenia streets, a few 
doors away, has a key to the shop and is author- 
ized by Mr. Willis to send the pulmoter to any 
place, at any time when emergency calls for its 
use. 

Since Jan. 16 the pulmoter, which weighs but 
46 pounds and when packed for carrying is no 
larger than an ordinary suitcase, has saved the 
lives of nearly 50 persons in Chicago. Com- 
petent physicians had pronounced several of these 
patierts dead and others beyond hope of resusci- 
tation by any method hitherto known to science. 

But Science, ever alert to lessen the heavy 
toll on human life demanded by accidents which 
include asphyxiation, drowning, morphine pois- 
oning, electric shock and other cases in which 
death results from suspended respiration, now 
suddenly has stepped forward with a welcome 
offering, a comparatively simple mechanism 
which almost literally brings the dead to life. 

It may seem extravagant to sa, that the pul- 
moter actually brings the dead to l:te, but that 
is practically what the machine has done in a 
number of instances. The apparatus is the in- 
vention of a German scientist named Draeger, 
and his effort to perfect such a machine was 
prompted by the great loss of life from deadly 
gases in coal mines. As the name suggests, the 
pulmoter is designed to promote pulmonary actior 
after it has been stayed by unnatural interference 
wiifie the rest of the body is physically intact. 

The first pulmoter in this country was bought 
by the Commonwealth Edison Co. of Chicago, to 
have on sand for cases of emergency in the event 
of employes of the company receiving serious elec- 
tric shocks. In the capacity for which it was in- 
tended, however, the pulmoter seems to have 
acted as a deterrent, for the company has not yet

It is inclosed in an oaken 
case about the size and shape of a large suit- 
case. In it is an iron cylinder three and’ one- 
half by 21 inches, which contains Oxygen at a 
pressure of 2800 pounds when the tank is com- 
pletely filled. In addition to being the agent 
which brines about resuscitation, the life-sustain- 
ing gas also furnishes the power which pumps 
the oxsgen-charged atmosphere into and out of 
the lungs of the patient, and the machine wor’s 
automatically, reversing its action when there has 
been sufficient inhalation and causing exhalation 
and alternating the process unti] the lungs are 
free from poison and in a normal condition. 

From the tank already mentioned the “«yxea 
flows through a reducing valve which at the out- 
let end maintains a pressure of about seventv- 
five pounds, and from there to the controjling 
valve. The latter connects to rubber tubes lea ling 
to a face cap, which fits over the nose and nwuth. 
The face cap is also provided with a smali rup-

Un the eighth day of February the pulmote 
recorded one of its best performances. On the 
morning of that day a few early shoppers had 
gathered in front of the little grocery store of 
Annie and Frank Kreutzer, 2850 Southport ave- 
nue, Chicago. The brother and sister customarily 
opened their store at 6 o'clock, but it was 15 
minutes past that hour and no sign of either of 
them. Some neighbors were notified and they 
went a‘ound to the rear of the store, where 
Frank and his sister had small living apartments. 
Pounding on the door brought no response and one 
woman, scenting a tragedy, leaned down to peer 
throuzh the keyhole. 

The odcr of gas greeted her, and men broke 
down the door. The youth was found in his bed, 
seemingly dead, and in another room lay his sis-

the case of Frank, neither heart beat nor wrist 
pulsation could be detected, but a hand mirror 
placed close to the lips revealed an almost un- 
distinguishable vapor, showing that there still 
remained a spark of Iife. 


The physician realized that he was helpless and 
that death would be a matter of minutes as far as 
the brother was concerned, but he set about vig- 
orously to try to save the girl’s life by the old 
system of producing artificial respiration, working 
the arms and chest, and a moment later the pul- 
moter flashed into his mind.

He did not fee] at all confident, in fact he was 
to a large degree skeptical about the ability of 
the new contrivance to bring back from the verge 
of the spirit world a life 0 near the brink. But 
he rushed a policeman to a telephone with an 
urgent request for the pulmoter, and a few min- 
utes later‘an automobile whirled up to the door 
and a young man with the suitcase-appearing 
box elbowed his way through the crowd to the 
bedside where lay the young man, white and 
motionless. 


“I think he’s too far gone,” remarked the doc- 
tor professionally. 

The pulmoter operator smiled. He had seen 
“miracles” before. The crowd of neighbors gazed 
in silent awe upon the dapper young fellow who 
smiled in the face of death and was deftly pre- 
paring to ‘‘: aise the dead.” 


He adjusted the face cap and turned on the 
oxygen. For five minutes there was a tense gi- 
lence, broken only by the collapse or inflation 
of the bellows ae the treatment alte nated at 
intervals. Then suddenly the patient’s chest be- 
gan to heave slightly and his arms twitched. 


“Coming along fine,” commented the operative, 
while the physician looked on with amazed inter- 
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est, which founa expression in the one wo d: 


“Marvelous!” 

For one hour and a half the treatment con- 
tinued, at the conclusion of which the man was 
breathing normally, but was still unconscious. 
The sister responded more readily to treatment, 
and both were sent to a hospital. 

How serious the case was may be inferred from 
the fact that Frank Kreutzer did not return to 
consciousness until 5 o’clock the next afternoon, 
¥6 hours after he was found. The accident had

The operator is not quite certain whether 
he saved the man from death by asphyxiation or 
pneumonia.

the patients died. The pulmoter was also tested 
in a case where two members of the Fire De- 
partment received an electiic shock. Efforts to re- 
vive them were continued for two hours, but with- 
out success, the shock having so completely par- 
alyzed the respiratory o gans that they did not 
respond to the treatment. 

To an office boy in the employ of the Common- 
wealth Edison Co. belongs the credit for 
the pulmoter’s presence in Chicago. The com- 
pany has a standing offer of a prize of $50 for 
any employe who advances a suggestion in the 
way of improvement which is accepted by the 
company. 

The lad in question had read of the pnimoter 
being used with success in a mining disaster and 
suggested that the company secure one for use 
among employes in cases of electvic shock, An in- 
vestigation was made and the suggestion was 
adopted, and while the two machines in the com- 
pany’s possession have not, as already stated, 
been called into use thus far to lend succor to any 
of the company's own workers, they have undoubt- 
edly saved many lives from the g:asp of certain 
Ceaih. 

While the saving of human life is not a thing 
upon which a price schedule can be placed, it 
would naturally be supposed that those who have 
benefited by the generous and public spirited wor 
of the company along jife-saving lines would at 
demonstrate their gratitude.

Before the second trial! of the case, which was 
held next morning, counsel for the accused man 
moved for a change of venue, fearing that sev- 
eral women who. had been impaneled might be 
selected as jurors and pleading that their strong 
views on the liquor traffic would be adverse to 
his client. The motion was denied by the 
Judge, and the attorney then excused women as 
fast as they entered the box. An all-men jury 
Was chosen and a verdict of acquittal was re- 
turned. 


The presiding Judge was Mrs. L. B. Tague, 
County Judge of Eagle County, and the only 
woman on the Colorado bench. Appointed Feb. 
21, 1910, by the commissioners of that county 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of her 
husband, which occurred four days previously, 
this extraordinary woman has completed her 
first year in her judicial capacity with all credit. 


Born 45 years ago in Pennsylvania, she came 
to Colorado when very young. She is a daugh- 
ter of the late Judge Berkley of Boulder, Colo., 
who for many years was a leading lawyer in 
the State. UWpon her father’s death in 1884, she 
took up her residence with her sister, a physi- 
cian’s wife, In Red Cliff, and there, two years 
following, shp married Patrick Tague, who later 
became Courty Judge and held that office for

HIS is a story of what | 
saw in one night in the 
greatest wide-open gam- 
bling establishment in 
the United States. 

The place is the Beach 

Club, commonly known 

as Bradley’s, at Palm 

Beach, Fla., the most 

luxurious Temple of 

Chance on this side of 

the Atlantic. It bears 

the same relation to 

Palm Beach that the 
Casino does to Monte Carlo. It is an approved 
part of the general scheme. 

Though the gambling is wide open, there is 
not even a hint of interference by the State au- 
thorities. 

Why? Palm Beach is owned by Henry 
M. Flagler—so is most of the State of Florida. 
Like Monaco, the prosperity of Palm Beach is 
supposed to depend upon the prosperity of its 
gambling establishment. It is generally repo:ted 
that “Bradley’s” makes a net profit of half a mil- 
lion a year, which is not bad, considering. that 
it is open only three months out of the 
twelve. 

John R. Bradley, hunter of big game and back- 
er of Dr. Cook, is the man who operates this 
establishment. 

Hot Springs, Ark., French Lick, Ind., and Palm 
Beach are the three resorts in America where 
there is wide-open gambling for both men. and 
women, free from all interference by the State 
and local authorities. But the games at -Hot 
Springs and French Lick are for pikers. At 
Palm Beach they are for millionaires or for those 
who can live like millionaires for a few days.in 
that delightful spot. It is a place where pikers 
can’t pike. 

It was 10 at night when I arrived in Palm 
Beach, and with other New .Yorkers, I hastily 

nned my evening clothes and hurried to the 

Beach Club. 

Evening dress is the strict rule at “Bradley's” 
after 7 p.m. But that and “twenty-five years of 
age” are practically the only requifement—ex- 
cept a bank roll. If one is faultlessly attired and 
“looks good” to Mr. Reese, the secretary of the 
“club,” he seems to be admitted without question. 

To be sure, he is given a membership ticket 
and a little book of rules. but there are no dues,

zar tables in a beautiful octagonal room. 

From the appearance of the crowd oné would 
suppose they were attending in evening func- 
tion at a fashionable home. The women were 
equally as numerous as the men, and their 
gowns were as elaborate as one would see at a 
Caruso night at the opera. Most of them were 
ablaze with diamonds. 

Every person in the room except the  black- 
coated croupiers seemed to have an aura of 
luxury—not merely the luxury of wealth but the 
luxury of its possession for at leagt two genera- 
tions.

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Horseshoe as Good Luck Sign 


T I8 not difficult to understand why lovers of horses 
| came to adopt the horseshoe as a talisman against mis- 
fortune. Horses were considered to be especially liable 
to the maehinations of witches. This fact stands out in all 
the records of the Lancashire witches and other evil] hags. 
If precautions were not taken these mischevous witches 
would ride the horses at dead of night over the hills, and 
when the owner came to the stables in the morning would 
find his animals in a lather and utterly exhausted. A horse- 
shee fastencd over the stable door was believed to ward 
off such evil. 

There is no superstition more deeply ingrained in all 
Classes of society than that which is attached to the horse- 
shoe. As an emblem of good fortune it holds pride of 
place. Nelson did not disdain to neil a horseshoe to the 
mast of the Victory. In the early part of the nineteenth 
century, the horseshoe was very highly prized, and there 
were few London mansions where it was not displayed, 
while humbler folks were at great pains to fasten it over 
their doors. 


Horses were not shod either by the Greeks or Romans. 
The ancients were content with wrapping fibre cloth round 
the feet of their horses in cold weather, or when it was 
necessary to pass through miry districts. Instead of 
troubling about horseshoes they devoted their atention to 
hardening the hoofs of their mounts. 


Nero, whe ever strode to outdistance his contemporaries, 
caused his horse to be shod with silver, while his wife's 
were resplendent with gold, but in no case were nails driven 
into the hoofs. The practice of shoeing horses by driving 
nails into the hoofs was introduced into England by Wil- 
liam the Conqueror, but such a practice did not make any 
headway for centuries. 


The Indians, who had no superiors as horsemen, never 
thought of shoeing their mounts in any way, and yet they 
were capable of performing remarkable journeys over 
most difficult country. The Sandown Derby was won by 
a horse running in < natura) state.
